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Silver  Dollar  Sized  Coins  Again  Becoming 

Popular  With  Collectors 


IKE  prosperity  and  famine,  coin  col- 
lecting  has  its  definite  cycles. 
Sixty  or  seventy  years  ago  the  silver 
dollar  sized  coin  or  crown,  surpassed  all 
others  in  popularity.  Then  interest  in 
the  series  lagged.  Not  until  several 

years  ago  did  the  cycle  show  an  up- 
ward trend.  Today,  for  no  known  rea- 
son, the  silver  dollar  sized  coin  ranks 
high  in  popularity.  There  are  a num- 
ber of  reasons  why  the  dollar  deserves 
a top  place  in  the  estimation  of  collec- 
tors. In  the  first  place  the  field  is  wide 
enough  to  satisfy  the  most  ambitious 
collector.  Secondly,  there  are  so  many 
interesting  dollars  that  can  be  bought 
at  an  astonishing  low  price.  Then,  too, 
there  is  something  about  a large  silver 
coin  that  minor  coins  or  tokens  lack. 
It  has  the  advantage  of  a certain  in- 
trinsic value,  the  portrait  or  design  is 
rarely  cramped  because  of  lack  of 
space  and  it  always  has  an  attractive 
appearance. 

Now  while  the  silver  dollar  gains  in 
popularity  with  collectors,  it  is  fast  los- 
ing its  once  great  position  in  the  mone- 
tary systems  of  the  world.  Most  all 
the  large  countries  have  discontinued 
striking  it.  Even  Mexico  and  China 
where  silver  has  reigned  supreme  for 
so  many  years  have  withdrawn  them 
from  circulation.  But  the  demonetiza- 
tion of  a coin  does  not  mean  it  will 
disappear  completely.  Such  an  occur- 


rence encourages  hoarding  of  the  coin 
and  it  soon  becomes  a coveted  object 
of  souvenir  hunters,  and  collectors. 
That  the  dollar  will  eventually  become 
an  obsolete  denomination,  as  tar 
currency  of  the  realm  is  concerned, 
seems  evident.  Its  limited  use  today 
probably  contributes  somewhat  to  its 
des  irability  as  a collector's  item. 

The  custom  of  using  silver  dollars  as 
a medium  to  commemorate  special 
events  originated  soon  after  the  coin 
made  its  appearance.  Thus  we  have 
hundreds  of  such  commemorative  dol- 
lars and  this  feature  alone  will  assure  a 
limited  though  fairly  constant  coinage 
for  many  years  to  come.  The  com- 
memorative silver  dollars  of  the  last 
decade  are  outstanding  in  many  re- 
spects. Those  of  England,  and  several 
of  h er  colonies  and  dominions  namely 
Canada,  Cyprus  and  New  Zealand  are 
especially  desirable.  And  according  to 
a good  source  of  information,  a new 
commemorative  dollar  will  be  struck 
in  Canada  in  honor  of  the  visit  planned 
by  the  King  and  Queen  of  England. 

When  we  first  considered  publishing 
the  list  of  silver  dollars  of  North  and 
South  America  now  appearing  in  the 
Coin  Collector  s Journal  we  were  some- 
what apprehensive  as  to  the  reception 
our  readers  would  give  it.  But  the 
generous  response  of  hundreds  of  sub-

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Hard  Times  Tokens  of  Large-Cent  Size 

By  ALFRED  Z.  REED 


THE  most  characteristic  and  the  most 
' numerous  of  the  tokens  selected  by 
Low  for  inclusion  in  his  Hard  Times 
Series  were  pieces  intended  to  circulate 
as  money,  being  struck  on  thick  flans  of 
copper,  or  occasionally  of  brass,  with 
diameters  of  between  27  and  29  milli- 
meters, closely  approximating  the  size 
of  the  contemporary  large  cent.  They 
number  one  hundred  and  forty-six,  or 
80  per  cent  of  his  total  of  one  hundred 
and  eighty-three.  Of  these,  nine 
(L.  24-27,  41-43,  70-71)  were  struck  at 
a later  period,  and  one  (L.  137)  does 
not  exist,  having  been  inserted  on  the 
strength  of  a rubbing.  Of  the  remain- 
ing one  hundred  and  thirty-six,  seventy- 
one  (52  per  cent)  may  be  classified  as 
store  cards  or  merchants'  tokens.  This 
total  includes  three  pieces  (L.  148,  151, 
155;  Raymond-N.  J.  3,-N.  Y.  City  37, 
-N.  J.  7)  which  were  issued  not  as  seri- 
ous advertisements  but  in  order  to  poke 
fun  at  friends  or  relatives  of  the  coiner, 
John  Gibbs  of  Belleville,  N.  J.  (L.  150; 
R.-N.  J.  4),  and  two  mules  which, 
though  struck  from  dies  made  by  True 
of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  for  two  local  business 
enterprises,  were  anonymous  on  both 
sides  (L.  156,  157;  Raymond-N.  Y. 

State  25,  26).  Almost  without  excep- 
tion this  majority  group  was  struck  in 
copper.  Thirty-nine  pieces  (29  per 
cent)  carry  political  propaganda,  seri- 
ous or  satirical.  Twelve  of  these  were 
struck  in  brass.  The  remaining  twenty- 
six  (19  per  cent)  served  simply  as 
money,  advertising  neither  a business 
firm  or  product,  nor  a political  candi- 
date, party  or  cause.  These  pieces 
were  not  recognized  by  Low  as  a sepa- 
rate category,  being  found  either 
among  his  store  cards  or,  more  usually, 
among  his  political  pieces,  and  were 


all  described  by  him  as  struck  in  copper. 
Very  rarely  additional  brass  impressions 
are  found. 

I.  MERCHANTS'  TOKENS 

Merchants'  tokens  or  store  cards 
were  issued  in  England  as  far  back  as 
the  reign  of  Elizabeth.  The  later  years 
of  the  eighteenth  century  witnessed  an 
unparalleled  output  of  English  tokens 
of  the  size  and  metal  of  the  inadeguate 
official  pennies  and  halfpennies,  and 
designed  to  take  the  place  of  these  as 
a circulating  medium.  Many  of  these 
tokens  advertised  commercial  firms. 
Our  earliest  American  store  cards,  those 
of  the  jewelers  William  and  John  Mott, 
dated  1789  (Raymond-N.  Y.  C.  60), 
and  of  the  India  traders  Talbot,  Allum 
and  Lee,  dated  1794  and  1795  (R.  93- 
96),  although  issued  for  New  York  City 
merchants,  were  made  in  Birmingham 
and  are  really  part  of  this  English  eigh- 
teenth century  movement.  Thereafter, 
the  history  of  our  minor  coinage  di- 
verged sharply  from  the  path  followed 
in  England  and  its  colonies.  Our  official 
coinage  was  so  much  superior  to  theirs 
that  it  supplied  all  our  demands  for 
many  years.  Shortly  after  1820  store 
cards  of  other  sizes  and  often  of  other 
metals  began  to  appear,  but  these  were 
not  intended  to  circulate  as  money.  They 
were  either  simple  advertisements,  or 
they  belonged  to  the  categories  of  ad- 
mission and  of  transportation  tokens 
which,  though  somewhat  different  from 
store  cards,  are  for  convenience  usually 
grouped  with  these.  This  country  pro- 
duced nothing  corresponding  to  the 
many  English  and  Canadian  private 
pieces  which  were  used  as  money  from 
1811  on,  until,  much  later,  similar  needs 
arose.  This  has  occurred  twice  in  our 
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history,  first  during  the  Hard  Times 
period  of  1833  to  1844,  and  a genera- 
tion later  during  the  Civil  War.  Mean- 
while the  stream  of  private  issues  not 
intended  to  be  used  as  money  has  con- 
tinued to  flow  with  varying  volume. 
The  period  between  the  Hard  Times 
era  and  the  Civil  War,  for  instance, 
was  marked  by  many  store  cards  of  the 
size  and  thickness  of  the  large  cent 
but  in  brass  and  with  reeded  edges. 
Later  there  was  a large  output  of  game 
counters  (Spielmarke).  Today  this  non- 
monetary group  is  represented  mainly 
by  transportation  pieces  and  advertise- 
ments of  coin  dealers. 

To  return  to  Hard  Times  store  cards 
of  large-cent  size.  Private  coiners 
realized  sooner  than  did  the  mint  au- 
thorities that  the  existing  supply  of 
minor  currency  was  inadequate.  Dur- 
ing the  six  years  1827-1832  official 
cents  were  turned  out  having  an  aver- 
age annual  value  of  $22,443.  During 
the  years  1833-1836,  the  average  out- 
put was  only  four  thousand  dollars  more 
than  this  ($26,459).  In  each  of  these 
four  years  several  different  varieties 
of  dated  copper  store  cards  were 
issued.  In  1837,  however,  following  the 
removal  of  the  Mint  to  new  quarters, 
and  the  introduction  of  steam  presses, 
the  official  production  was  stepped  up 
to  $55,583,  and  in  1838  to  $63,702. 
During  the  remaining  six  years  of  the 
period,  1839-1844,  it  dropped  abruptly 
to  the  low  annual  average  of  $23,832, 
only  to  rise  again  during  the  next  six 
years,  1845-1850,  to  $48,701.  There 
was  a greatly  increased  output  of  pri- 
vate pieces  in  1837,  but  no  store  card 
of  large-cent  size  shows  on  its  face  a 
date  later  than  this  until  we  reach  the 
pieces  issued  by  Loomis  of  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  in  1843  (L.  158-160;  R.-Ohio  3-5) 
and  by  Cochran  of  Batavia,  N.  Y.  in 
1844  (L.  161).  Although  it  is  conveni- 
ent to  follow  Low  in  extending  his 
period  to  include  these  two  years,  the 
depression  was  actually  over  by  1842, 
and  these  pieces  may  accordingly  be 
more  appropriately  grouped  with  two 
still  later  dated  issues,  those  of  the 


auctioneer  Wilbur,  of  Charleston,  in 
1846  (R.-S.  C.  2,  3)  and  of  S.  T.  Suit, 
who  distilled  medicinal  whiskey  near 
Louisville,  in  1850  (R.-Ky.  4). 

Despite  these  suggestive  figures,  it 
must  not  be  hastily  inferred  that  no 
store  cards  of  this  size  were  actually 
issued  during  the  years  1838-1842.  It 
is  highly  probable  that  old  dated  dies 
were  subsequently  used  over  again  even 
in  their  original  combinations.  ''Mules” 
from  dies  that  were  not  originally  in- 
tended to  be  paired  together  are 
normally  later  than  the  dates  they 
show.  Furthermore,  there  were  many 
undated  coppers  of  similar  type  in  ad- 
dition to  the  thirteen  which,  for  special 
reasons,  Low  admitted  to  his  other- 
wise dated  list.  Some  or  all  of  these 
may  have  been  issued  during  these 
years.  Merchants  could  not  accurately 
forecast  the  probabilities  of  their 
tokens  being  accepted  as  money  but 
could  well  afford  to  take  the  chance, 
since  even  if  these  pieces  should  not 
be  so  accepted  they  could  still  be 
gratuitously  distributed  as  advertise- 
ments. A size,  metal  and  design  which 
was  especially  appropriate  for  mone- 
tary issues  might  thus  survive  the  occa- 
sion for  its  being,  and  only  gradually 
be  changed  into  styles  which  were 
deemed  more  attractive  if  regarded 
simply  as  advertisements. 

The  geographical  area  represented 
by  the  copper  store  cards  dated  during 
the  depression  was  restricted  to  New 
England  and  New  York.  Even  the 
slightly  later  Loomis  and  Cochran  issues 
of  1843  and  1844  were  in  this  same 
general  region,  although  farther  west. 
Three  pieces  were  made  for  a St.  Louis 
firm  in  1836  (L.  102,  177,  178;  R.-Mo. 
I,  2),  but  these  are  peculiar  among 
Low's  store  cards  of  this  size  in  being 
struck  only  on  flans  of  brass  or  of  white 
metal.  Despite  their  size,  they  could 
perhaps  be  more  appropriately  grouped 
with  his  larger  and  smaller  pieces. 
Either  or  both  of  two  causes  would  ex- 
plain this  limitation  of  range.  In  the  first 
place,  this  Northeastern  section  of  the 
country  was  better  supplied  than  the 
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South  and  West  with  the  technical 
facilities  needed  for  the  production  of 
private  tokens:  brass  rolling  mills,  but- 
ton factories,  manufacturing  jewelers. 
In  the  second  place,  this  section,  being 
nearest  to  Canada,  was  more  familiar 
with  the  light-weight  pieces  which  for 
many  years  had  been  in  circulation 
there.  Indeed,  it  may  be  conjectured 
that  these  Canadian  pieces  were 
already  to  some  extent  circulating 
across  the  American  border,  and  helped 
to  supply  the  scarcity  of  our  official 
coinage  during  the  early  years  of  the 
depression.  From  this  point  of  view,  it 
is  probable  that  the  thick  copper 
pieces,  dated  or  undated,  of  Attleboro, 
New  Bedford,  Lowell,  and  Taunton, 
Massachusetts,  of  Providence,  Rhode 
Island,  of  Chelsea,  Vermont,  of  Ports- 
mouth and  Dover,  New  Hampshire,  of 
Waterbury,  Connecticut,  of  Troy, 
Lansingburgh,  Syracuse,  Windsor,  Buf- 
falo, and  Batavia,  New  York,  did  not 
strike  the  inhabitants  as  an  innovation, 
but  appealed  to  them,  rather,  as  a 
great  improvement  upon  the  private 
coinage  which  they  were  already  using 
as  money. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  New  York  City 
merchants  did  not  issue  dated  cards 
until  1837,  and  that  Bostonians  never 
did  so.  (The  Robinson  firm,  whose  five 
pieces  L.  75,  76,  103-105;  R.-N.Y.C. 
72-76,  issued  in  1833  and  1836,  repro- 
duce medals  awarded  by  the  American 
Institute  of  New  York,  was  located  in 
Attleboro,  Massachusetts.)  On  the 
other  hand,  undated  store  cards  were 
plentiful  both  in  Boston  and  in  New 
York  City.  They  also  appeared  at 
about  this  time,  or  later,  in  western 
New  York,  Ohio,  Michigan,  and  Wis- 
consin, and,  less  frequently,  in  New 
Jersey,  in  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburgh, 
and  in  several  Southern  cities.  A pro- 
visional explanation,  which  may  be  ac- 
cepted until  it  is  disproved  by  external 
evidence,  would  run  as  follows.  It  may 
be  assumed  that  during  the  earlier 
years  of  the  depression  the  banks  of 
the  larger  Eastern  cities,  where  the 


demand  for  minor  coins  was  greatest, 
would  have  been  given  first  call  by  the 
Mint.  This  created  a scarcity  in  the 
smaller  cities.  In  New  England  the 

situation  was  relieved  by  the  issuing  of 
store  cards,  which,  because  they  were 
intended  to  be  used  in  the  place  of 
regular  coins,  were  dated  like  these. 

When,  in  1837,  the  need  became  so 
great  that  New  York  City  was  obliged 
to  fall  into  line,  it  followed  the  same 
traditional  practice.  Its  own  eighteenth- 
century  pieces  had  been  dated.  The 

merchants  in  the  smaller  cities  of  New 
England,  however,  were  obliged  to 

strike  new  issues  from  their  old  dies, 
and  this  taught  Boston  the  lesson  which 
several  Quebec  and  Ontario  merchants 
had  already  learned:  namely,  that  in 
view  of  the  possibility  of  reissues,  it  is 
better  not  to  date  one’s  dies.  The 
relative  scarcity  of  even  undated  store 
cards  in  states  not  near  the  Canadian 
border  may  be  ascribed  in  part  to  the 
fact  that  these  regions  were  not  already 
acquainted  with  metallic  substitutes  for 
money,  and  in  part  to  less  acute  needs, 
or  needs  which  could  be  met  in  other 
ways.  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore  were 
near  the  Mint,  and  in  addition  were 
plentifully  supplied  with  shinplasters. 
In  many  states,  pieces  in  copper,  brass, 
or  white  metal,  smaller  or  larger  than 
the  official  coinage,  and  not  intended 
to  be  used  as  money,  nevertheless 
could  be  so  used  in  an  emergency. 
Finally,  in  1834  political  pieces,  and  in 
1837  what  may  be  termed  "neutral" 
pieces — pieces,  that  is  to  say,  which 
lack  either  commercial  or  political 
allusions — began  to  appear.  Wher- 
ever these  were  made,  they  could  be 
shipped,  as  store  cards  could  not,  to 
any  locality  which  needed  a circulating 
medium. 

II.  POLITICALS 

Medals  developed  as  a separate 
branch  of  numismatics  during  the  Italian 
Renaissance  when  large  and  expensive 
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pieces,  cast  from  molds,  became  part 
of  the  artistic  treasures  collected  by 
the  well-to-do.  England,  during  the 
prolific  period  at  the  end  of  the 
eighteenth  century,  produced  large 
numbers  of  cheaper  popular  medals 
which  were  struck,  like  the  official  cop- 
per coinage,  from  dies,  and  were  of 
similar  size.  Of  the  many  varieties,  the 
greater  part  commemorated  historical 
events  or  buildings.  Some,  but  rela- 
tively few,  had  a political  slant.  It 
was  our  American  system  of  periodic 
elections,  coupled  with  the  more  exten- 
sive and  more  direct  participation  of 
the  common  people  in  politics,  which 
called  forth  the  abundant  partisan  out- 
put in  this  country.  Brass  medalets 
smaller  than  the  official  copper  cent 
were  issued  possibly  as  early  as  1824, 
large  white-metal  pieces  in  1828  or 
1829.  Since  then,  as  with  store  cards 
from  a slightly  earlier  date,  there  has 
been  a continuous  stream  of  such 
pieces,  struck  on  flans  of  various  sizes 
and  metals.  The  thin  copper  L.  ! 
belongs  to  the  Presidential  campaign 
of  1832.  Copper  and  brass  tokens 
approximating  both  the  diameter  and 
the  thickness  of  the  official  cent  and 
intended,  like  store  cards  of  the  same 
size,  to  pass  into  general  circulation 
as  money  appeared  first  in  1834. 

Over  two-thirds  of  these  political 
numbers  were  Whig  satirical  issues. 
The  Democrats  did  not  enjoy  them.  In 
November,  1837,  the  leading  adminis- 
tration organ,  the  Washington  Globe, 
referred  to  them  as  "stamped  with 
political  caricatures  and  other  federal 
(Federalist)  devices."  An  emission  of 
them  hails  the  inauguration  of  Daniel 
Webster  "(originally  a member  of  the 
long  defunct  Federalist  party)"  as 
president  in  1841,  while  others  contain 
inscriptions  insulting  to  the  late  and 
present  president  of  the  United  States. 
There  really  seems  to  be  no  bounds  to 
the  limits  [sic]  of  federal  enterprise  in 
the  manufacture  of  spurious  substitutes 
for  money.  On  the  1 7th  of  this 


month  H.  D.  Gilpin,  at  that  time 
Solicitor  of  the  Treasury,  later  Attor- 
ney-General, and  still  later  wealthy 
patron  of  learning  and  of  the  fine  arts 
in  Philadelphia,  sent  one  of  these  pieces 
to  N.  Williams,  U.  S.  Attorney  at  Balti- 
more, requesting  him  to  verify  a report 
that  it  was  "a  specimen  of  such  as  are 
extensively  put  in  circulation  there,  and 
advertised  in  the  papers  by  a com- 
mission house,  which  is  retailing  them 
to  any  one  who  applies  for  them",  and 
if  this  proved  to  be  true,  to  "institute 
the  proper  legal  proceedings  without 
delay." 

These  twenty-seven  pieces,  of  which 
all  except  three  (L.  9,  II,  52)  are  in 
copper,  together  with  a single  Demo- 
cratic satirical  copper  (L.  66)  and  ten 
serious  issues,  equally  divided  between 
the  two  parties  (Whig,  L.  13,  14,  15,  16, 
169;  Democratic,  L.  2,  3,  4,  56,  172), 
of  which  all  save  one  (L.  56)  are  brass, 
are  arranged  in  chronological  order, 
and  their  historical  allusions  explained, 
in  the  COIN  COLLECTOR'S  JOUR- 
NAL of  April  (pp.  2-17)  and  July  (pp. 
61-65),  1938.  One  correction  must  be 
made.  The  documents  just  quoted 
show  that,  even  though  the  Webster 
pieces  (p.  15)  were  intended  to  in- 

fluence the  Congressional  elections  of 
1838,  at  least  one  of  the  eight  varieties 
(L.  63  was  undoubtedly  the  earliest) 
appeared  during  the  preceding  year. 

The  same  articles  cover  also  ten 
non-satirical  pieces  struck  on  smaller 
flans,  of  which  two  were  issued  by  the 
Whigs  (L.  6,  7)  and  eight  by  Demo- 
cratic supporters  of  Jackson  (L.  I,  165, 
166,  167,  5)  or  Van  Buren  (L.  57,  162, 
183).  Satterlee  lists  many  other  small, 
and  many  large,  medals  issued  in  sup- 
port of  Presidential  candidates  during 
these  years.  In  addition,  the  period 
produced  two  interrelated  pieces  of 
large-cent  size  advocating  a cause 
which  transcended  party  lines.  One 
of  these,  so  rare  as  to  be  unknown  to 
Low,  has  been  added  by  Wayte  Ray- 
mond to  his  recent  reprint  of  Low’s 
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list  (STANDARD  CATALOGUE  OF 
UNITED  STATES  COINS  AND  CUR- 
RENCY, 1939  edition,  pp.  147-56), 
where  it  is  given  the  number  54a.  An 
obverse  adapted  from  an  English 
eighteenth-century  token  (Atkins-— Not 
Local  144-146,  Dalton-Hamer-Middle- 
sex  1037-1039)  shows  a negro  kneeling 
in  shackles  with  the  legend  AM  I NOT 
A MAN  & A BROTHER,  and  1838  in 
exergue.  The  reverse  follows  closely 
the  contemporary  large  cent,  except 


that  within  the  wreath  ONE  CENT  is 
replaced  by  LIBERTY!  1 838.  The  com- 
mon L.  54  retains  this  reverse  but  sub- 
stitutes on  the  other  side  a female  slave 
protesting  AM  I NOT  A WOMAN  & 
A SISTER. 

The  third  general  group  of  private 
substitutes  for  money,  "neutral"  pieces 
not  intended  to  advertize  either  a busi- 
ness or  a political  interest,  will  be  dis- 
cussed in  the  next  issue  of  the 
JOURNAL.

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United  States  Coins  in  the  Collection  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Society 

By  SYDNEY  P.  NOE 


I T would  be  natural  to  suppose  that  the 
■ Museum  of  The  American  Numismatic 
Society  would  be  richest  in  the  coins  of 
our  own  country,  but  such  is  not  the 
fact.  Perhaps  our  institution  is  not  yet 
old  enough — we  learn,  however,  that  a 
life  condition  prevailed  in  at  least  one 
other  instance.  Only  recently  the 
British  Museum  received  a bequest  of 
English  coins  from  Mr.  Clarke-Thornhill 
with  the  proviso  "that  the  Museum  may 
keep  all  coins  which  are  not  actually 
die-varieties  of  those  already  in  the 
Museum."  Under  these  conditions,  ac- 
cording to  the  statement  in  the  British 
Museum  Quarterly,  not  less  than  six 
thousand  coins  were  added  to  the  trays 
of  the  National  Collection. 

In  certain  of  the  American  series,  our 
cabinet  is  strong.  One  of  our  Museum's 
earliest  accessions  of  size  illustrates 
beautifully  the  motto  of  our  Society, 
"Parva  ne  pereant."  In  1900  Mr. 
Edward  Groh  presented  his  collection 
of  Civil  War  Tokens,  five  thousand  two 
hundred  and  eighty-six  in  number. 
There  have  been  additions  since  then 
by  Mr.  J.  N.  T.  Levick  and  others  until 
we  have  what  is  probably  an  unequalled 
showing  of  these  elusive  little  pieces 
which  afford  such  interesting  comment 
on  the  economic  conditions  of  the  Civil 
War  period.  Allied  to  them  is  a group 
of  sutler's  tokens  and  scrip — not  so  well 
known,  but  no  less  fascinating.  When 
Mr.  Groh  died  in  1905,  he  bequeathed 
the  first  of  our  purchasing  funds — its 
yield  of  slightly  over  one  hundred  dol- 
lars annually  is  used  for  the  current 
issues  of  the  United  States  mints. 

Of  the  regular  coinage  of  our  coun- 
try there  is  an  excellent  representation 


with  not  a few  rarities.  This  condition 
is  chiefly  due  to  an  almost  constant 
succession  of  gifts  rather  than  to  even 
occasional  purchases.  It  follows  that 
many  desiderata  are  still  lacking.  A 
splendid  basis  of  growth  was  provided 
by  the  gift  of  the  collection  of  J.  Pier- 
pont  Morgan  (Sr.).  With  his  consent, 
this  was  turned  over  to  our  Museum  by 
The  American  Museum  of  Natural  His- 
tory in  1908.  The  collection,  acquired 
en  bloc  by  Mr.  Morgan,  had  been 
formed  by  a Pennsylvanian,  Mr.  Brock, 
and  was  confined  to  issues  of  the  Phila- 
delphia mint.  There  were  eight  hundred 
and  one  pieces,  with  many  that  cannot 
easily  be  duplicated  among  them. 

The  eagerness  with  which  rare  issues 
are  sought  by  collectors  prevents  our 
competing  for  them  in  the  open  market. 
Occasionally  we  receive  such  benefac- 
tions as  that  made  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing in  January,  1938  when  Mr.  George 
H.  Clapp  permitted  the  announcement 
that  he  had  signed  a deed  of  gift 
whereby  his  well-known,  matchless  col- 
lection of  large  cents  is  to  come  to  our 
Museum  when  he  has  further  improved 
and  added  to  it.  A selection  of  speci- 
mens was  exhibited  at  this  meeting  to 
the  delight  of  ail  present.  Very  few 
indeed  are  the  pieces  lacking,  and  as 
fine  condition  has  been  the  constant 
aim,  with  excellent  specimens  being 
eliminated  as  soon  as  better  ones  were 
found,  the  sight  of  row  upon  row  of 
these  earliest  issues  provided  an  un- 
forgetable  experience. 

From  time  to  time  we  have  been 
able  to  enrich  some  special  group — for 
example  when  Dr.  Valentine's  "United 
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States  Half  Dimes"  was  published,  he 
permitted  us  to  select  from  his  cabinet 
a considerable  number  of  varieties 
which  we  did  not  have.  Again,  when 
it  was  discovered  that  our  representa- 
tion of  encased  postage  stamps  was 
very  meagre,  a considerable  number 
were  added  as  the  result  of  a modest 
campaign  undertaken  by  one  of  our 
Council  members.  In  1919  the  William 
P.  Beaver  collection  of  Hard  Times 
Tokens  and  Political  Pieces  was  pre- 
sented— a very  nearly  complete  selec- 
tion, which  added  to  what  we  already 
possessed,  leaves  only  a few  gaps.  A 
portion  of  this  gift  comprised  nearly  one 
hundred  varieties  of  the  Bryan  Satirical 
medals — a group  that  had  been  formed 
by  one  who  appreciated  the  importance 
of  these  ephemeral  issues,  and  who 
ceded  them  to  Mr.  Beaver  when  he 
learned  that  his  collection  was  to  be 
presented  to  our  Museum. 

Again  and  again  we  have  benefitted 
from  the  personal  interest  of  an  indi- 
vidual. Thus  we  owe  most  of  our  coins 
and  tokens  relating  to  slavery  to  the 
generosity  of  Mr.  Eliot  Smith  who  pre- 
sented his  collection  of  these  pieces  in 
1928.  They  number  more  than  one 
hundred  items. 

As  has  been  indicated,  certain  sec- 
tions of  our  coinage  are  deplorably 
weak.  The  patterns  and  private  gold 
are  cases  in  point.  In  neither  of  these 
groups  do  we  have  more  than  a poor 
beginning.  As  an  offset,  there  are, 
however,  such  treasures  as  the  Con- 
federate half-dollar  mentioned  in  the 
previous  paper  and  the  Bechtler  coin- 
press which  we  owe  to  the  generosity 
of  Mr.  Julius  Guttag.  This  press  has 
recently  been  supplemented  by  a model 
(half-size)  of  the  first  coining  press  used 
at  the  Philadelphia  Mint — a much  ap- 
preciated loan  made  by  Mr.  Ganson  J. 
Baldwin.  The  cases  on  the  left  side  of 
our  large  exhibition  room  are  set  aside 
for  U.  S.  coins,  and  the  display  may 
lay  fair  claims  to  being  an  adequate  and 
typical  one.  We  are  not  as  strong  in 
the  Colonials  as  we  are  in  the  Con- 


necticut and  New  Jersey  cents.  This 
is  largely  due  to  selections  which  we 
were  enabled  to  make  from  the  Can- 
field  Collection  through  the  liberality 
of  the  New  Jersey  Historical  Society. 
In  addition,  we  have  such  unmatched 
items  as  the  unique  Massachusetts  cent 
discovered  by  Mr.  Wood  and  presented 
by  him  and  the  Strawberry-leaf  Cent 
(presented  by  Mr.  Saltus),  known  to 
everyone  interested  in  the  early  mint 
issues.  There  is  a good  showing  of  the 


Mark  Newby  pieces,  including  one  in 
silver,  and  a variety  with  IMMUNE 
COLUMBIA  also  in  silver.  The  artistic 
medals  and  plaques  by  American 
sculptors  which  are  seen  in  the  same 
gallery  will  later  receive  detailed  con- 
sideration. 

Certain  of  our  historical  medals 
should  be  mentioned  at  this  point — the 
Admiral  Vernon  medals,  for  example. 
These  of  course  were  issued  in  England, 
but  since  they  are  concerned  with  the 
exploits  of  the  English  Admiral  in  Amer- 
ican waters,  they  are  included  by  Betts 
and  others  as  American  because  of 
their  subject  matter.  Almost  every- 
one knows  of  Vernon's  victory  over  the 
Spanish  Fleet  at  Porto  Bello  in  1739 — 
it  set  England  afire  with  patriotic  pride. 
Another  consequence  not  so  generally 
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recognized  was  pointed  out  to  me  by 
Mr.  McCormick-Goodhart,  for  long  a 
student  of  this  series— it  is  for  the 
Admiral  that  Mt.  Vernon  was  named. 
Later  developments  provided  an  anti- 
climax, however,  for  Vernon's  siege  of 
Cartagena  had  to  be  relinquished  after 
a premature  report  of  the  capture  of 
the  place  had  afforded  occasion  for  a 
repetition  of  the  furore  which  greefed 
his  earlier  success.  Scores  of  medals 
were  issued  fo  commemorate  both 
"Victories"  and  they  testify  to  the 
popular  pride  in  the  fleet  and  its 
Admiral.  There  are  no  less  than  one 
hundred  thirty-seven  varieties  of  these 
medals  in  our  trays. 


The  Indian  peace  medals  form 
another  series  in  which  the  Society's 
collection  is  particularly  strong.  Most 
collectors  know  of  these  pieces  given 
as  inducements  to  friendship  on  the 
part  of  Important  Indian  chiefs  or  in 
connection  with  treaties.  The  general 
visitor,  however,  does  not  realize  that 
this  was  a well-established  practice  even 
before  the  unique  Greenville  Treaty 
medal  of  1789.  This  is  admirably 
demonsfrated  for  we  have  three  medals 
with  the  portrait  of  Louis  XV  of  France, 
showing  in  the  first  instance,  the  French 
medal  as  issued,  the  same  medal  with 


the  inscription  erased  and  "GEORGIUS 
III  REX  DEI  GRATIA"  substituted, 
while  on  the  third  the  zeal  of  the  en- 
graver has  outrun  his  knowledge  and 
we  read  "GORGE  III",  the  remainder 
of  the  inscription  being  what  was  on 
the  French  original.  Not  only  do  we 
have  the  large  intermediate  and  small 
oval  medals  given  by  Washington,  but 
we  have  also  the  interesting  "season's" 
medals.  There  are  also  pieces  taken  by 
the  Lewis  and  Clarke  expedition  in 
Jefferson's  time,  and  the  rare  medals 
used  by  the  fur  trading  companies — 
the  Astor  and  Pierre  Chouteau.  The 
Canadian  medals  are  well  represented, 
though  not  complete.  Many  others 
deserve  mention- — Mr.  Belden’s  publi- 
cation may  be  consulted  for  further 
facts. 

The  first  and  perhaps  the  most  im- 
portant section  of  these  medals  was 
acquired  in  1917.  Gifts  by  members 
of  the  Council  enabled  the  acquisition 
of  medals  brought  together  by  Mr. 
S.  H.  P.  Pell,  who  himself  figured  promi- 
nently among  the  donors.  Despite  the 
great  importance  of  this  beginning, 
there  have  been  additions  which  are 
noteworthy,  and  so  great  has  been  the 
interest  that  whenever  unusual  pieces 
have  been  offered  at  sales,  it  has  been 
possible  through  gifts  to  obtain  the 
lacking  pieces,  with  a few  exceptions. 
The  Astor  and  the  large  Jefferson  medal 
were  added  in  1920;  the  Pita-Le-Sharu 
medal  was  given  by  Mr.  Saltus  in  1922; 
in  1924  the  W.  C.  Wyman  collection 
of  twenty-one  of  these  medals  was  ac- 
quired by  subscription;  in  1924,  four 
medals  were  acquired  in  a London  sale 
and  when  the  W.  W.  C.  Wilson  collec- 
tion was  sold  we  obtained  19  more,  in- 
cluding the  "Happy  while  United" 
medal  of  1766.  It  is  singularly  fitting 
that  a collection  so  characteristically 
American  should  have  the  prominence 
it  receives  at  our  Museum.  Much  of 
the  credit  for  its  growth  is  due  to  Mr. 
B.  L.  Belden,  for  many  years  the 
Museum's  secretary.

The  Commemorative  Coinage 
of  the  United  States 

By  DAVID  M.  BULLOWA 
BOOK  REVIEW 


THIS  book,  the  83rd  in  the  series  of 

Numismatic  Notes  and  Monographs 
published  by  the  American  Numismatic 
Society,  will  be  a welcome  addition  to 
every  collector's  library.  Mr.  Bullowa's 
comments  and  innuendoes,  and  there 
are  plenty  of  them,  are  more  than  they 
seem.  Collectively  they  form  a sharp 
criticism  of  the  manner  in  which  our 
coinage  laws  are  abused  and  the  in- 
consistency of  the  various  bills  per- 
mitting commemorative  coins.  But  it 
is  doubtful  if  future  collectors  v/ill  be 
greatly  concerned  with  this  particular 
phase  of  the  series.  Like  ourselves  they 
wi  II  be  more  interested  in  the  many 
historical  notes  and  facts  concerning 
the  issues  which  the  author  has  so  care- 
fully presented.  Many  little  known 
facts  and  obscure  details  have  been 
brought  to  light  by  the  painstaking  re- 
searches of  the  author,  and  there  are 
few  guestions  thaf  the  book  does  not 
answer. 

In  beginning  this  work  the  author  was 
confronted  by  several  problems.  There 


is  no  system  of  arranging  the  Juries 
that  is  both  scientific  and  logical. 
The  latter  course  was  chosen  and  we 
have  the  different  coins  listed  as  they 
were  issued.  An  alphabetical  arrange- 
ment would  perhaps  be  easier  for  the 
beginner  to  follow  and  a classification 
according  to  subject  matter  is  not 
altogether  without  its  merits.  But  the 
chronological  order  of  issue  has  been 
generally  accepted  and  for  the  time 
being  seems  quite  satisfactory. 

All  the  different  types  are  illustrated 
and  in  the  back  of  the  book  will  be 
found  a Table  of  Designers,  Table  of 
Coinage  and  Release  Dates,  and  the 
weights  and  sizes  of  the  five  denomina- 
tions that  have  been  struck.  It  lacks 
an  index  but  the  simplicity  of  the  ar- 
rangement permits  easy  reading.  A 
work  such  as  this  adds  to  the  pleasure 
of  every  collector  and  makes  collecting 
something  more  than  an  ordinary 
hobby.

As  no  portrait  exists  of  the  famous 
Spanish  explorer  Don  Alvar  Nunez 
Cabeza  de  Vaca,  it  was  decided  to 
symbolize  his  name  by  portraying  a 
cow's  skull  for  that  is  what  the  words 
"Cabeza  de  Vaca"  signify.  Though 
simple  in  design  the  coin  is  pleasing 
and  distinctive.  The  following  historical 
facts  were  compiled  by  the  designer  of 
the  coin,  Mr.  L.  W.  Hoffecker. 

"The  expedition  of  Panfile  de  Nar- 
vaez to  the  North  American  Continent 
has  been  the  source  of  considerable 
historical  speculation.  He  sailed  from 
Spain  in  June  1527,  with  5 ships  and 
some  700  men.  The  winter  of  1527-28 
was  spent  in  West  Indian  waters,  where 


storm  and  disease  reduced  the  expedi- 
tion to  400  men  and  80  horses.  In  the 
spring  of  1528  de  Narvaez  divided  his 
forces,  the  greater  portion  of  the  ex- 
pedition disembarked  and  under  his 
leadership  proceeded  to  explore  the 
interior  of  the  country. 

"De  Narvaez  experienced  many  hard- 
ships on  this  journey.  Food  was  scarce, 
the  Indians  unfriendly,  the  land  marshy 
and  heavily  wooded,  offering  small 
means  of  sustenance.  Horses  were 
killed  for  food  and  the  skins  used  for 
fresh  water  bags  to  make  possible  a 
sea  voyage.  The  remnant  of  the  ex- 
pedition put  out  to  sea  and  sailed  in 
rude  boats  along  the  shores  of  the 
present  states  of  Florida,  Alabama, 
Mississippi,  Louisiana  and  Texas.  Food 
and  water  failing,  the  expedition  landed 
to  search  for  the  means  of  sustenance. 
At  sea  many  had  died  from  privation 
and  on  land  others  were  killed  by  the 
Indians. 

According  to  the  best  information 
obtainable,  all  the  rude  barges  were 
lost  at  sea  or  wrecked  on  the  coast. 
Only  80  men  survived  and  these  came 
together  on  an  island  off  the  coast  of 
Texas  in  November  1528.  Death  from 
various  causes  and  slavery  among  the 
Indians  separated  and  reduced  the 
number  of  survivors  during  the  succeed- 
ing 6 years  to  four  Spaniards  and  a 
Negro. 

Alvar  Nunez  Cabeza  de  Vaca,  treas- 
urer of  the  De  Narvaez  expedition,  was 
one  of  these  five  survivors,  and  for  the 
most  part  we  are  indebted  to  him  for 
the  recorded  story  of  the  expedition 
and  the  adventures  of  the  few  who 
were  eventually  to  reach  the  Spanish 
settlements  of  New  Spain.  The  au- 
thenticity of  the  account  of  the  expedi- 
tion, the  hardships  endured,  and  the 
fact  that  these  finally  reached  the  set- 
tlements in  the  spring  of  1536  have 
never  been  questioned."

Sometimes  known  as  the  "Providence 
half  dollar",  this  issue  ranks  high  in 
historical  importance.  Though  Rhode 
Island  is  the  smallest  state  in  the  Union 
it  is  the  most  densely  populated  and 
exceeds  all  others  in  per  capita  indus- 
trial output.  Roger  Williams,  founder 
of  the  colony  was  born  in  England  about 
1604,  and  came  to  America  with  his 
wife  in  1631.  Having  studied  law  and 
theology  he  became  a teacher  of  the 
Church  at  Salem,  Massachusetts.  But 
his  religious  views  were  at  discord  with 
those  of  higher  authority  and  he  shortly 
moved  to  Plymouth.  After  two  years 
there  he  returned  to  Salem  and  greatly 
outraged  the  authorities  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Bay  Colony  by  asserting, 
among  other  things,  "that  the  civil 
power  of  a state  could  properly  have 
no  jurisdiction  over  the  conscience  of 


men;  that  the  king's  patent  conveyed 
no  just  title  to  the  land  of  the  colonists, 
which  should  be  bought  from  its  rightful 
owners,  the  Indians".  For  expressing 
such  views  he  v/as  brought  before  the 
General  Court  and  ordered  to  leave 
the  Colony  within  six  weeks.  This  he 
refused  to  do  and  an  attempt  was  made 
to  place  him  on  a ship  bound  for  Eng- 
land. He  was  warned  of  the  plot  and 
escaped  from  his  home  in  Salem.  In 
the  mid  winter  of  1636  he  and  four 
companions  fled  to  the  shores  of  the 
Narragansett  Bay.  By  June  of  that  year 
a settlement  had  been  established  ana 
he  named  it  Providence  in  remembrance 
of  "God's  merciful  providence  to  him 
in  his  distress".  He  immediately  es- 
tablished friendly  relations  with  the 
Indians,  and  in  accordance  with  his 
principals,  bought  the  land  on  which 
he  settled. 

A few  more  settlers  arrived  and  a 
town  government  was  established.  It 
was  not  long  before  Williams  promoted 
his  ideal  system  of  government  for  the 
new  colony.  It  was  founded  upon  the 
basis  of  religious  toleration  and  the 
complete  separation  of  religious  and 
civil  affairs.  The  colony  prospered. 
Williams  became  an  important  figure 
in  all  colonial  affairs 

Many  settlers  came  from  Massa- 
chusetts and  elsewhere,  and  in  1644  a 
charter  was  secured  uniting  Providence, 
Portsmouth  and  Newport,  as  "The  In- 
corporation of  Providence  Plantations 
in  the  Narragansett  Bay  in  New  Eng- 
land". This  title  still  remains  a part  of 
the  legal  title  of  the  State. 

Until  his  death  in  1684,  Williams  re- 
mained firm  in  his  religious  views  and 
uniformly  tolerant.  Aside  from  being 
the  first  and  foremost  exponent  of  re- 
ligious freedom  in  America  he  was  an 
able  politician  and  soldier.  His  diplo- 
macy with  the  Indians,  and  their  ex- 
plicit confidence  in  him  helped  solve 
many  difficult  situations.  There  are 
many  land  marks  in  Rhode  Island  in 
honor  of  Roger  Williams.

The  background  of  the  coin  is  of 
considerable  interest.  Moses  Cleave- 
land, whose  portrait  occupies  the  ob- 
verse of  the  coin,  was  born  in  Canter- 
bury, Connecticut  in  1754.  He  at- 
tended Yale  College,  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  and  in  1796  became  a briga- 
dier-general in  the  United  States  Army. 

He  owned  a number  of  shares  in  the 
Connecticut  Land  Company  which  had 
just  purchased  from  the  state  of  Con- 
necticut a large  tract  of  land  in  north 
eastern  Ohio.  Accompanied  by  fifty 
emigrants  from  Schenectady,  New 
York,  he  set  out  to  survey  this  land  and 
reached  the  mouth  of  the  Cuyahoga 


river  on  June  22nd,  1796.  Finding  it 
a favorable  site  for  a town  he  decided 
to  settle  there.  Although  a trading 
post  had  been  established  there  ten 
years  previously,  no  attempt  had  been 
made  to  build  a permanent  settlement. 
Cleaveland  surveyed  the  territory  and 
laid  out  what  is  now  the  present  city 
of  Cleveland.  Though  the  place  was 
originally  called  Cleaveland  in  his  honor, 
the  spelling  was  to  undergo  a minor 
change.  When  the  first  newspaper,  the 
"Cleveland  Advertiser"  was  established 
the  head-line  was  found  to  be  too  long 
for  the  form  and  the  editor  cut  out 
the  letter  "a",  a revision  that  was 
readily  accepted  by  the  public. 

In  1800  the  entire  Western  Reserve 
was  erected  into  the  county  of  Trumbuli 
and  a township  government  was  given 
to  Cleveland.  Ten  years  later  Cleve- 
land was  made  the  seat  of  government 
of  the  new  county  of  Cuyahoga,  and 
in  1814  it  was  incorporated  as  a village. 
Its  growth  was  slow.  But  the  opening 
of  the  Ohio  canal  and  the  improve- 
ment of  the  harbor  soon  brought  it  into 
prominence.  In  1836  it  was  incor- 
porated as  a city.  The  most  notable 
event  held  there  previous  to  the  Grea  + 
Lakes  Exposition  was  the  elaborate  cele- 
bration of  the  centennial  of  the  city 
in  1896.  At  that  time  many  medals 
were  struck,  many  of  which  are  highly 
prized  by  collectors  today.  The  expo- 
sition which  was  the  occasion  of  strik- 
ing this  coin  was  notable  for  its  splen- 
did exhibits  in  the  motor  and  agricul- 
tural departments.  The  main  celebra- 
tion was  held  at  Cleveland,  but  other 
cities  around  the  Great  Lakes  con- 
tributed much  to  its  success.  These 
cities  are  indicated  by  the  stars  on  the 
reverse  of  the  coin  and  are  as  follows: 
Duluth,  Milwaukee,  Chicago,  Toledo, 
Detroit,  Buffalo,  Toronto  and  Rochester. 
The  large  star  upon  which  rests  the  tip 
of  the  compass  point,  represents  the 
city  of  Cleveland.

This  coin  commemorates  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Territorial  form  of  gov- 
ernment in  1836.  It  was  not  until 
twelve  years  later  that  Wisconsin  be- 
came a state  in  the  Union.  Excluding 
the  original  colonies,  Wisconsin  is  one 
of  the  richest  of  the  states  in  historical 
literature.  Beginning  as  early  as  1634 
when  Frontenac,  then  governor  of  New 
France,  sent  Jean  Nicollet  to  open 
trade  with  the  Indians,  its  chronology  is 
remarkably  well  sustained.  Twenty- 
three  years  after  Nicollet  explored  the 


region,  two  traders,  Radisson  and 
Groseilliers  set  out  from  Canada  and 
travelled  extensively  over  the  same  ter- 
ritory. The  first  of  the  missionary 
pioneers  was  the  Jesuit,  Father  Rene 
Menard,  who  in  1661  lost  his  life  on 
the  upper  Wisconsin  river.  In  1665, 
Father  Claude  Allouez  established  the 
first  permanent  mission  in  Wisconsin 
on  the  shores  of  Chequamegon  Bay. 
In  1669  he  was  succeeded  by  Father 
Jacques  Marquette  and  went  to  the 
Fox  River  Valley.  There  he  established 
the  mission  of  St.  Francis  Xavier,  which 
eventually  became  one  of  the  most 
successful  of  the  many  established  by 
the  Jesuits  in  the  West. 

Politically  Wisconsin  was  under  the 
French  from  1634  to  1760.  After  the 
fall  of  Montreal  in  1760  the  English  took 
control  and  kept  it  until  1783.  In  that 
year  it  was  ceded  to  the  United  States 
but  was  not  wholly  free  from  British 
domination  until  about  1815.  After 
the  close  of  the  Black  Hawk  War  about 
1833,  the  Indians  caused  but  little 
trouble  and  development  was  rapid. 
Though  the  population  was  little  more 
than  11,000  in  1836,  the  State  fur- 
nished nearly  100,000  men  for  the 
Union  Armies  during  the  Civil  War 
some  several  decades  later. 

The  population  today  is  about  three 
millions,  which  ranks  the  state  in  1 3th 
place. 

Though  Wisconsin  is  known  as  the 
"Badger  State"  and  the  badger  is 
shown  on  the  state's  arms,  it  is  not 
indigenous  to  that  territory.  It  prob- 
ably originated  as  a nickname  for  lead 
miners  who  came  from  the  East,  and 
who  lived  in  dug-outs  like  the  hillside 
burrows  of  the  badger.  Eventually  the 
name  "badger"  was  applied  to  anyone 
living  in  the  state,  and  finally  "badger 
state"  became  a familiar  expression.
